Fund Seeks to Save 
W orld’s W ild Animals 
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MORGES, Switzerland — Rat- 
tles to save the world’s wild 
animals and 'their homes from 
destruction by civilization are 
being plotted in a modest man- 
sion in this small town on 
Lake Geneva. 

It is the headquarters of the 
World Wildlife Fund and its 
technical and scientific advi- 
sory organization, the Intena- 
tional Union for the Conser- 
vation of Nature and Natural 
Resources. 

A map on one wall of the 
“operations room” shows the 
whereabouts of some of the 
world’s 250 “rare or threatened 
mammals,” ranging from the 
saltmarsh harvest mouse of 
the southwest coast of the 
United States to the Ceylon 
elephant, and from the Carib- 
bean monk seal to the hump- 
back whale. 

Another map pinpoints 70 
projects already financed at 
la cost of about $1 million by 
i the Fund in its four years of 


'existence, and about 100 more 
approved projects. 

Many of the animals that 
the Fund is trying to rescue 
look down from photographs 
■around the small rectangular 
room. They include the Arabi- 
an oryx. Fewer than 200 of 
these exist today. 

Other animals on the res- 
cue list include the white- 
bearded spider monkey, of 
which the few last wild sur- 
vivors probably live in Costa 
Rica, and the white rhinoc- 
eros of Africa, which is fast 
facing extinction by poachers. 

Photographs .also show a 
wildlife sanctuary in south- 
west Spain bought by the 
Fund. This is the home of the 
Spanish imperial eagle, of 
which there are fewer than 
100 in the world today, and 
the Spanish lynx. 

The Fund is an international 
charitable foundation that be- 
lieves that it benefits man to 
preserve certain animals and 
plant species from extinction. 

Its purpose is to raise vol- 
untary funds through national 
appeals in different countries, 
and to use the money for 
saving wildlife and wild places 
Wherever possible through 
existing organizations.
